The inventions listed as Groups 1 and 11 do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Group 1 is directed to a method for recording a boiling curve of liquids, which is 
comprised in combination, interalia, of steps such as: evaporating and subsequently 
condensing a sample amount of liquid to be analyzed; monitoring a vapor temperature 
and the evaporated amount of liquid; dosing the sample amount; bringing to a defined 
temperature level a filling means and a condensate collection chamber; determining 
volumetrically a condensed volume and determining a distillation residue of the sample 
amount by weighing; whereas, claim 6 is directed to a device comprising a filling 
means, a pump, a duct, a sample dish; a distillation apparatus, a condenser, wherein 
the filling means and the distillation apparatus are made of well heat-conducting 
material (metal) and a temperature controller connected to a condenser. 
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Applicants are advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
